ANNUAL REPORT — FISCAL YEAR 1969 - 70 


(The Universities Act, 1966, requires, in section 70, that the Universities 
Commission submit a report annually to the Minister of Education, to be 
tabled during the next session of the legislature, covering each fiscal year, 
viz. April 1 to March 31 next following. It also requires that reports from 
each university be submitted.) 


A. THE ALBERTA UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION 
1. Origin 


The Alberta Universities Commission was created, effective April 1, 
1966, by the Universities Act, 1966. Under the provisions of the Act, there 
are three universities now operating in Alberta — the University of Alberta 
(1908), the University of Calgary (1966) and the University of Lethbridge 
(1967). The Commission was established to act on behalf of the Government 
of Alberta in certain matters, afd as an intermediary between the univer- 
sities and the Government. 


2. Composition and Staff 


The Act provides that the Commission shall consist of nine 
members: 


(a) A full-time Chairman, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council, 


(b) The Deputy Minister of Education and the Deputy Provincial 
Treasurer, and 


(c) Six other persons, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council. 


As of March 31, 1970 the members of the Commission were:

The resignation of Judge A. J. Cullen, Calgary, was recorded at the 
March, 1970, meeting of the Commission. 


In addition to the Chairman the full-time officers of the Commission 
were Dr. A. M. Kristjanson, Academic Planning Officer; Mr. J. R. B. Jones, 
Capital Planning Officer; Mr. H. W. Ford, Secretary and Financial Analyst; 
and Dr. G. Loken, Research and Information Officer. 


3. Functions 


The functions of the Commission and the nature of its role in relation 
to the universities and the Government are defined in those sections of 
the Universities Act which refer to the Commission. The following are the 
more specific powers or areas of responsibility of the Commission: 


(a) 


(b) 


To require and gather information related to the function, form 
and financing of university education, and to make such in- 
formation available to the universities and the Government; 


To regulate the extension, expansion or establishment of uni- 
versity programs, services or facilities in order to avoid undesir- 
able or unnecessary duplication; 


To recommend to the Government a level of annual support for 
both operating and capital needs of the universities; 


To allocate among the several universities such support as is 
voted by the Legislature for both current and capital purposes; 


To act as trustee of funds as may be given or bequeathed or 
which arise from escheated estates under the Ultimate Heir Act 
and to distribute income therefrom among the universities; 


(f) To borrow money by debenture or otherwise, subject to the ap- 


proval of the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, for the purposes 
of the universities; 


To act as an intermediary between the Government and ithe 
universities and between universities; 


To do such other things as the Lieutenani-Governor-in-Council 
may direct or as the Act may require in relation to various uni- 
versity bodies. 


4. Meetings 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, the Commission held 13 meetings — 
11 at Edmonton, 1 at Calgary, and 1 at Banff. 


5. Legislation 


At the request of the Minister of Education, the Commission under- 
took the collection and distribution of proposals for amendments to the 
Universities Act submitted by the constituent bodies of the three univer- 
sities, and arranged two meetings, at which the Minister presided, for the 
purposes of the discussion of these proposals. 


The principal amendments relating to proposals advanced by the 
universities passed at the 1970 session of the Legislature were: 


(a) To provide for the election of a Chancellor by the senate on the 


nomination of a joint committee consisting of representatives of 
the general faculty council, the alumni association and the 
senate; 


(b) To provide for the incorporation of a graduate students’ asso- 


ciation and for representation on the governing bodies; 


(c) To remove the requirements that the Commission approve salary 
and wage scales, salaries of Presidents, and pension provisions; 


(d) ie provide greater flexibility in the appointment of vice-presi- 
ents; 


(e) To remove the requirement that the general faculty council 
approve the by-laws of a students’ organization. 


Other amendments with respect to the establishment of new univer- 
sities and to the Banff School of Fine Arts are referred to below in section 


6(a)(v). 


6. Business Transacted 


(a) Academic Planning and Relationships 


i) 


In August, 1969, a special session was held with the repre- 
sentatives of the three universities for consideration of the 
relations between the universities and the Commission. At 
this meeting it was agreed that the Commission should 
undertake the preparation of a master plan for Alberta uni- 
versities. Work in this connection has proceeded under the 
direction of Dr. Kristjanson. 


ii) On June 24, 1969, the Government appointed a Commission 


iii) 


on Educational Planning to be headed by Dr. W. H. Worth. 
Dr. A. M. Kristjanson is a member of the Task Force on Post- 
Secondary Education. 


In January, 1970, the Government issued a White Paper on 
Post-Secondary Education containing the policies to be 
pursued until the report of the Commission on Educational 
Planning is received. The Universities Commission was con- 
sulted on the section of the Paper dealing with universities. 
The White Paper noted that the maximum enrolment at the 
University of Alberta has been set at 25,000, and that the 
construction of a fourth university was necessary within 
three years. The Government had decided that the new 
university would be located in the Edmonton metropolitan 
region, specifically in the St. Albert area. The reasons jor 
the decision were: “The University of Alberta will be re- 
quired to limit admissions by 1973 to keep within the 25,000 
enrolment ceiling. At the same time, the demand for uni- 
versity facilities in the Edmonton region is increasing rather 
than diminishing. Population projections forecast a metro- 
politan community of over 600,000 within the next five to 
ten years, an increase equivalent to a city of 250,000 people. 
No other region in the Province has, or will have, equivalent 
demands for university accommodation within the next 
decade.” The White Paper stated the view of the Govern- 
ment that the new member of the university system should 
reflect unique educational objectives. ‘“‘The university should 
limit its undergraduate programs to faculties in arts, science 
and education. At the graduate level, the Province’s fourth 
university should stress the humanities and social sciences. 
With its major research efforts limited to disciplines in these 
fields, our fourth university should contribute uniquely to the 
cultural and social life of the province.” 


iv) After several preliminary studies concerning the location of 
a fourth university, the Commission was given the respon- 
sibility of advising the Government on the precise site for 
the university to be established in the St. Albert area. The 
Commission reported to the Capital Development Committee 
at a meeting on April 27, 1970. 


v) The Commission was consulted on an amendment to Sec- 
tion 3 of the Universities Act, dealing with the establishment 
of universities, and an amendment dealing with the Banff 
School of Fine Arts. Section 3 was amended to provide for 
the appointment of an interim governing body, with a limited 
term, having the powers of the senate, the board and the 
general faculty council. A new section — 76b — was added 
providing for a council for the Banff School of Fine Arts. 
The University of Calgary would continue to hold the school 
as a public trust. The powers of the Council, and its relation 
to the University of Calgary and the Alberta Universities 
Commission were defined. The Commission also participated 
in the discussions on guidelines for the development of the 
fourth university. 


vi) The Chairman of the Commission served as Chairman of 
the Inter-Provincial Committee on University Rationalization, 
and as a member of the Sub-Committee on Post-Secondary 
Education, Council of Ministers. 


(b) University Operational Financing 


i) It remained the policy of the Government that the univer- 
sities should be provided with funds on the basis of a sum 
per full-time student, the total becoming a pool to be ap- 
portioned among the univertities by the Commission. 


ii) “The level of support provided by statute for 1967-68 was 
$2,315 per full-time student. For 1968-69 the Commission 
was advisec that the grant would be $2,440 per full-time 
student. Following this decision, the universities decided 
to increase tuition fees, and the Commission approved an 
increased fee schedule. When registrations became known 
in October 1968, it became apparent that enrolments had 
been underestimated, the total grant provided in the esti- 
mates of the Department of Education was insufficient, and 
the Government made available additional funds in excess 
of $4,000,000. It was also apparent that the universities 
would carry forward substantial surpluses into the fiscal year 
1969-70. In advising the Government on the financial needs 
for 1969-70, the Commission recommended that the grant 
remain at the same level as in 1968-69 viz. $2,440 per 
student. This recommendation was accepted by the Govern- 
ment. It was not proposed that there be any increase in fees 
in 1969-70.” (Annual Report, 1968-69). 


In its approach to the requirements of the universities in 
1970-71, the Commission developed a formula which dis- 
tinguished between student-related categories of expenditure 
and non-student-related categories. Estimated expenditures 
for 1970-71, in the student-related categories, were derived 


from a base-period expenditure per enrolment unit (the 
average of 1967-68 and 1968-69), by applying an accelera- 
tion factor related to assumed increases in salaries and 
prices of supplies, and taking into account the estimated 
enrolment units for 1970-71. Expenditures in non-student 
related categories were projected by other means. The 
Commission forwarded to the Government a recommenda- 
tion for a grant of $85,096,000 which was equivalent to 
$2,738 per full-time student (estimated). Following the Dec- 
ember audit of students it became necessary to lower the 
1970-71 estimate of enrolments. The recalculation of the 
formula used by the Commission indicated a total grant of 
$84,847,000. The Government finally approved a grant of 
$80,000,000, which amounted to $2,634 per student based on 
the estimated enrolment for 1970-71, and indicated that there 
should be no increase in fees. The number of students in 
1969-70 had been overestimated, and it was apparent that 
the funds provided in the estimates of the Department of 
Education would not be fully expended. On representations 
by the Commission that the grant of $2,634 in 1970-71 would 
create considerable difficulties for the universities the Gov- 
ernment agreed to a ‘transitional grant’ in 1969-70. The 
amount of the ‘transitional grant’ was determined by in- 
creasing the 1969-70 grant per student from $2,440 to $2,500. 


iii) The formula for the distribution of the 1969-70 operating 


grant among the universities was substantially the same as 
in previous years, except that the bonus multiplier for the 
University of Lethbridge was reduced from 1.41 (in 1968-69) 
to 1.30. (The formula is found in Appendix 1 of this report.) 
In distributing the ‘transitional grant’ some special provision 
was made for the University of Lethbridge, and the balance 
was allocated on the basis of enrolment units. The actual 
distribution was as follows:

(c) University Capital Financing 
i) The universities continued to draw on funds under the pro-

vision of $185,000,000 for capital projects for the five years 
1967-68 to 1971-72. 


During 1969-70 funds required by the universities were in- 
cluded in the estimates. Project proposals by the univer- 
sities were reviewed by the Commission, and submitted to 
the Capital Development Committee for approval. 


iii) The three universities campaign for donations (which are to 


be matched by the Government) continued through 1969-70 
and is still in progress. As of March 31, 1970, the campaign 
pledges were $12,327,224, of which $3,292,685 had been 
received. 


iv). With the inclusion of $40,000,000 in the capital estimates for 


1970-71, the balance of the $185,000,000 available for 1971- 
72 amounted to $29,449,000. 
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7. Commission Finances 


The Balance Sheet, Statement ‘of Revenue and Expenditure, State- 
ment of Trust Fund Operations, and the Report of the Provincial Auditor 
are included as Appendix 2. 


The operating expenses of the Commission (exclusive of contra 
accounts) for the fiscal year amounted to $175,359 producing an operating 
deficit of $1,595. 

Money received by the Commission under The Ultimate Heir Act 
and held in trust amounted to $109,372. Income earned on the trust fund 
totalled $67,934 for the fiscal year. The distribution to the universities for 
student aid and research purposes was:

5. Finance — Capital 


University capital spending in 1969-70, exclusive of expenditures on 
library books, amounted to $33,958,000 of which $28,652,000 was funded 
from Provincial Government Grants. (This compares with $38,284,000 and 
$34,559,000, the corresponding figures for 1968-69). (Table 3) 


The $28,652,000 of expended Provincial funds was broken down as 
follows:

Regarding the money provided by the Government, the Legislature 
for fiscal 1969-70 placed $35,000,000 in the budget for capital expenditure 
by the universities. Distribution to the universities as capital grants to 
meet their forecast expenditures amounted to $30,181,000, which included 
$150,000 to the University of Calgary as the balance of a grant to match a 
donation of $200,000 for an Educational Television installation. The balance 
of the 1969-70 capital grant appropriation was distributed to meet the 
capital needs of the universities in April and May of 1971. 


The universities spent $2,616,000 on library books ($1,497,000 at 
Alberta, $915,000 at Calgary, $204,000 at Lethbridge), all of which was pro- 
vided out of current revenues and capitalized. 


The book value of all fixed assets at the universities as at March 31, 
1969 was $285,093,000 (Table 4). 


Concerning physical facilities, (Table 5), in 1969-70 the Alberta 
universities had 3,464,000 net assignable square feet of non-residential 
space at their disposal compared with 3,037,000 the previous year. This 
amounted to about 130 square feet per full-time student. In terms of gross 
square feet per student, it was 217 in 1969-70, 219 in 1968-69 and 244 in 
1967-68. As about 240 gross square feet per student is required for efficient 
Operation, it is evident that building programs are not keeping up with the 
space needs of mounting enrolments and the space situation is still critical. 
The orderly planning for space needs has improved and master plans for 
the three campuses are now developed to the stage where detailed building 
plans can be produced well in advance of critical needs.

6. Miscellaneous 


Several other areas of university operations in 1969-70 should be 
mentioned:

The amounts received as research grants (Table 7) again showed 
a significant increase over the previous year with the Federal 
Government departments and agencies continuing to be the 
largest contributor of funds. These research funds received from 
outside sources do not become a part of the regular operating 
budgets of the universities. The total research grants are shown 
below:

7. Decade Review

years of data, making it possible to calculate a ten year growth rate. The 
degree table, on the other hand, includes only ten years of data to enable 
ten year totals to be shown.

NOTES: 1. With the exception of small amounts in support of Vocational Education and 
Social Welfare programs, 1966-67 was the last year the Federal Government 
made direct grants to the universities. This is the reason for the large drop in 
Federal grants between 1966-67 and 1967-68 shown in the above jigures. 
However, beginning in 1967-68, a five year agreement went into effect in 
which the Federal Government agreed to reimburse the provinces for 50 per 
cent of the cost of approved expenditures for post-secondary education. The 
Federal Government is thus still making a significant contribution to the costs 
of post-secondary education with the money going directly to the provinces 
rather than to the universities as was the case prior to 1967-68. 

2. Beginning in 1965-66 interest was shown as an income item. Prior to that, it 
had been netted out of the administrative departments expense, i.e., the 
interest earned was used to reduce expenditures rather than as an income 
item. This change in accounting explains the jump in other income between 
1964-65 and 1965-66. The interest earned figures, in thousands of dollars, jor

Where: G is the total regular Government grant in support of operating costs 
and is determined by multiplying the Government grant per full-time 
student ($2,440 in 1969-70) by the actual number of full-time students 
(as at December 1) in the University system. 


Gy, Gc, and G, are the regular Government grants to the Universities 
of Lethbridge, Calgary and Alberta respectively. 


U,, Uc, and U, are the enrolment units generated at the Universities 
of Lethbridge, Calgary and Alberta respectively. For each university 
these are the sum of enrolment units generated by full-time and part- 
time (day, evening, and summer session) students. 


BM; is the bonus multiplier applied to the Lethbridge enrolment units 
in recognition of the emergent status of that University. In 1969-70 
the multiplier factor was 1.30. 


BMc is the bonus multiplier applied to the Calgary enrolment units 
when determining the distribution of the grant between Alberta and 
Calgary, i.e., the Calgary bonus multiplier is not applied in the 
formula used for calculating the Lethbridge grant. The multiplier 
factor, which was 1.01 in 1969-70, will be 1.005 in 1970-71 and 1.0 
thereafter, is in lieu of the administrative establishment grants 
which were given in the past. 


FCc and FC, are first call grants to the Universities of Calgary and 
Alberta in support of activities (such as the departments of extension) 
which bear no relationship to student enrolment, and for new programs 
which as yet have few, or no, students to support them. In 1969-70, 
the first call grants were: Alberta $740,000 and Calgary $1,465,000. 
With the exception of the transitional grant below, no first call 
grants have so far been given to the University of Lethbridge.
